MATERNITY  &  CHILD  'JSLFARE  CEKTKES. 

At  the  WomBwell  Infant  Clinic,  where  48  sessions  were  held, 
there  have  attended  34-71  children,  a  weekly  average  of  72*3,  243  new 
Babies  have  joined,  226  of  these  Being  under  one  year  and  17  over 
that  ago.  The  doctor  examined  929  children  during  the  year,  an 
average  of  19*3  per  session. 

At  the  Jump  Infant  Clinic,  where  49  sessions  were  held,  56  new 
Babies  have  joined  during  the  year,  53  of  these  Being  under  one  year

I  beg  to  submit  a  very  brief  report  of  the  work  carried  out  in 
the  department  during  the  year  ended  1942. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  only  5  of  these  temporary  buildings  occupied  within 
the  district. 

CLO  SET  aC GOMMODAT I ON . 

There  is  no  change  in  this  position.  The  percentage  of 
closets  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  98*5* 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  15  farms  within  the  district  upon  which  milk  is 
produced.  One  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  and  six  Accredited 
Licences  are  in  force. 

42  Visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 
PURVEYORS  OP  IE  La. 

There  are  22  purvejrors  of.  milk  on  the  registers  which  include 
local  farmers . 

No  samples  of  milk  were  taken  either  for  bacteriological  or 
chemical  analysis  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES . 

There  arc  10  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  but  none  are  in 
use  except  for  occasional  slaughtering. 

POOD  PREMISES  AND  SHOPS. 

68  visits  were  made  to  premises  and  shops  where  food  is 
prepared  or  stored  for  sale  and  100  visits  were  made  to  your  markets. 

Small  quantities  of  foodstuffs  submitted  for  examination  were 
dealt  with  according  to  circumstances.  Most  of  it  was  used  for 
stock  feeding.  It  consisted  of  131  lbs-,  of  uncooked  meat,  42  lbs. 
of  oooked  meat,  34  dozen  tins  of  various  foodstuffs,  29  dozen  eggs, 

24  stones  of  onions,  33  lbs.  of  flour,  51  lbs.  of  cheese,  15  lbs.  of 
butter,  11  lbs. of  jam  and  9  lbs.  of  confectionery. 

NUISANCES. 


Of  470  nuisances  investigated  and  needing  abatement,  455  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with.  127  informal  notices  were  served  and  114 
were  complied  with.  They  consisted  of  minor  housing  repairs, 
defective  drainage,  burst  water  services,  defective  sanitary 
fittings,  etc.  Of  5  statutory  notices  servod,  4  were  complied  with.
